UNDER-SEA SHARKING. 


TALE OF A DEEP-SEA DIVER. 


Tiie old diver was putting a rubber 


latch on one of Ms son's suits. 


"It ain't what you could call a right 


handsome piece of tailoring, is it?" he 
said. "The waist's just a trifle too 
much like a sea-cow's, and as for the 
trousers, an elephant's ain't much bag 
gier. I don't wonder that when a maa 
gets into clothing like this, and then

"Xo, a shark won't touch a man 'in 


armcr.' And they're not so mi 
fierce after Iiuaiaa flesn out of it.

"As for their cruelty—though I've 


rot a shuddering, vivid lecollection of 
the fury of one of them wten wound- 
ed—I don't believe much in that, eith- 
er. When they make a kill they tear 
it to pieces and down it the quickest 
they can, which isn't more brutal than 
pature. Indeed, what's made me sick 
a hundred times has been the cruelty 
cif sailors and fishermen toward them. 
I like fish in a pan just a little better 
than I like them in the water. But 
it's a worse animal than I've ever run 
nc-ross that deserves torture. And ^ea- 
teasts are, as a rule, the most harm- 
less, easy-going, good-natured tribe 
imaginable. 


"My only adventure with a shark 


•R as in the spring when I hired with a 
regular wrecking company, and had my 
first job south of Cuba. That was the 
rising of the famous Georgia Bells, 
•"-nich was about the unluckiest and 
costliest yacht that ever kept a mil- 
lionaire from worrying lest he'd die 
rich. 


"On this occasion she'd run on one 


o* those saw-tooth reefs off Cayo Lar- 
go in the Jardinillos; and after giving 
her owner and his friends just time 
enough to get away in tiis boats, she'd 
backed and took to the bottom, first 
bow and then stern. When I climbed 
Gown to look at her, I found 30 feet 
of her forward sheathing from keel 
to cutwater riddled and torn like a 
biscuit-tin target. And the first part 
c-T my job was to sling myself over 
ter side, like a house painter from a 
roof, and put a 'sticking-plaster' of 
Concrete and canvas over every one 
oi those thousand odd holes. It was a 
month's contract,* and promised to be 
a mighty tedious one. too. 


"But up above we had considerable

"Whether it was the racket or the

brought ourselves a visitor. The third 
day I was Jown, a heavy shadow sud- 
denly swung over my head. At first 
I thought the tug had warped round; 
but when I looked up I saw a fis'i 
that seemed as big as a topedo-boat. 
It hung above me there in the under- 
sea twilight, slowly furling and unfurl- 
ing its tail like a propeller standing 
up against a tideway. 


"I knew what it was. 
My whole 


inner machinery seemed to stop short, 
my blood went cold and heavy as mer- 
cury, and I clutched at my sling cables 
to keep myself from falling. What I'd 
teard of a man" in armor being safe 
from sharks went cut of my head like 
the 
bubbles from my helmet; 
and 


when at last the 'sea-tiger' slewed 
around, and slid quietly off through 
the black-blue wall of ocean behind 
me. I caught at the signal-line as if I 
v. ere drowning. 


"Up on tie tug, though, they only 


thought it was a great joke. 
They 


had seen the man-eater! 
The mate 


said 
he seemed to him 'about 
the 


length of the Great Eastern, and the 
inouth en him looked like a church 
door hung with icicles." Tivey. the 
engineer, declared it was true that 
sharks haJ the power of throwing off 
electricity, for at first it was as if 
they had a galvanized jumplng-jack at 
the end of the life-line. 


"It ended with my going down again, 


looking -siliy and feeling mighty shaky 
aLcut the mi-Idle.

"Yet for all my fright, I couldn't 


help being fairly fascinated by the 
•way he bandied himself. Xo fish seen 
froni under water seems able to make 
an ungraceful move, and that great 
jS-fooier threw off curves like a show-

Then, seemingly without 
the slightest fear, he turned and caxae 
straight in on me.

Bow a I**t«rjr Aidod ia Pattta* Up tfc* 


Capitol It**lf. 


Efforts to provide more decent and 


reputable quarters for the chief execu- 
tive and his corps recall many inter- 
esting facts in the early history of 
some of the public buildings in Wash- 
ington.

The most awful story in the annals 


of the sealing trade, says the editor 
of a Newfoundland paper in an arti- 
cle on sealing in Frank Leslie's Popu- 
lar Monthly, is the wreck of tlie Green- 
land in 1898, when forty-eight men 
lost their lives and sixty-me more 
were fearfully frost-bitten, but this is 
only one of the disasters of the ice 
fields and the sealmeii are alwaj-s har- 
ried by the horror of the long and 
melancholy list of past tragedies. Mis- 
adventures often occur when the does 
are driven in on the shore, as they are 
some years, giving a chance to the 
settlers on the northern coast to reap 
a portion of the harvest- Its advent Is 
gleefully hailed by them, for a seal 
taken in this way is as good as three 
taken at sea. there being no shipowner 
to claim two shares. And yet it has 
the element of danger niore fearful, 
perhaps, than the other. No position 
could be more perilous than that of the 
men who go forth on these dazzling 
treacherous floes, 10 seek the spoil 
they bear. If the wind change, tae ice 
is driven to sea a5 suddenly as it ap- 
pears, and there arc no 
steamers 


among the fleet to which the men can 
make for rescue. Usually they go sev- 
eral miles from the shore, where the 
Ice is not packed tightly, as it is 
there the seals are found, having blow- 
holes or breathing places, by which to 
reach the surface of the floss. When 
the wind changes it is this ice which 
is first acted upon, and the men are 
cut oil" from the land before they know 
it.

Bee.iirax Good aft Cash. 


Why hardware stores handle bees- 


wax was explained vhe other day by a 
prominent Chambers street wholesale 
dealer. It appears that all through the 
south, as well as in other parts of the 
country, the tin peddlers swap their 
•pares for beeswax, which they get 
very cheaply. 


They make a nice profit on their tin- 


ware in the trade, anrl tney also get a 
profit on the beeswax when, they turn 
it over to the retailers in hardware. 
The wax passes fro.u them to 
the 


v/bolesaie hardware Eien in the cities 
EEC! they ship it in barrels to New 
York. Often there are received notices 
from customers that they hare shipped 
a certain number of barrels to apply 
on account. Beeswax is always a 
staple article and in the trade is just 
as good as cash at all times. 


Like many other goods, it sometimes 


fluctuates In price, but there Is al- 
ways a ready demand. Before the pat- 
ent hives and honeycombs t-aine into 
tise some years ago the wholesale price 
of wax was twenty-five cents a pound. 
Where large numbers of bees are kept 
the patent comb was used, and the con- 
sequence was that the bees did not 
have to manufacture any comb, and 
In the course of a year the production 
of wax decreased so much that the 
price went up to seventy cents a pound 
wholesale. It even went higher than 
that for a while, and then it fell again. 
—New York Herald.
